as @ result of longer hours.

NEW AIR MEDAL AUTHORIZED 
FOR DISTINGUISHED SERVICES 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP),— 
President Roosevelt authorised to- 
day the establishment of a new air 
medal to be awarded to persons in 
the armed services who distinguish 
themselves while on a flight. 

The executive order creating the 
medal did not describe it but it 
stipulated that no more than one 
shall be awarded to an individual. 
For additional meritorious achieve- 
ments, a bar or other device may 
be awarded to be worn with the 
medal. 

Aerial feats subsequent to Sept. 
8, 1939, may be given recognition, 
the order said, by award of the 
medal. 


AUSTRALIAN MINERS MADE 
LIABLE FOR ARMY FOR IDLING 


SYDNEY, May 12 (AP).—The 
Commonwealth Coal Commission 
applied national security regula- 
tions today to 147 miners, making 
them liable for service in the Army 
or Jabor corps, for staying away 
from work,

LONDON, May 12 (AP).--The 
British Admiralty announced today 
that three British destroyers had 
been sunk by German bombs in the 
Mediterranean. 

The destroyers were the Lively, 
Jackal and Kipling. 

More than 500 officers and men 
from the three ships were saved. 

Complements of the three ships 
were believed to total about 600 
officers and men. 

All three were new, the Lively, 
1920 tons, having been completed 
in 1940, and the other two, each of 
1695 tons, a year earlier. 

“Yesterday afternoon a force 
consisting of four of our destroyers 
was heavily attacked by German 
aircraft in the Bastern Mediterra- 
nean,” said the communique. 

The Lively was first hit and 
sunk, and when the remaining 
three destroyers were subjected to 
further heavy attack the Kipling 
was sunk, 

The Jackal, also badly hit, was 
taken in tow, but had to be sunk 
by the British this morning, the 
Admiralty said. ' 

During the attacks, British Beau- 
fighters destroyed one of the Hein- 
kel bombers and damaged at least 
seven, the communique added. 

The loss of the three ships 
brought to 77 the number of Brit- 
ish destroyers sunk in 32 months 
of the war, 


MALTA DOWNS, HITS 
84 PLANESIN 3 DAYS 


LONDON, May 12 (AP). — 
Thirty-nine raiding planes have 
been shot down over Britain’s 
Malta fortress in the large scale 
attacks that were resumed Satur- 
day, Sunday and Monday, British 
sources said today. 

This figure, added to Malta re- 
ports of 20 more planes probably 
shot down and 25 more damaged 
in the three days, indicated that 
84 German and Italian aircraft 
had been destroyed or damaged 
during the assaults.

WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP).— 
A new individual income tax pro- 
gram, based on drastically reduced 
personal exemptions for normal tax 
purposes but retention of the pres- 


ent levels in computing surtaxes, 
was presented to the House Ways 
and Means Committee today by its 
technical experts. 
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Colin F. Stam, head of the joint 
Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation, was reported to have 
suggested that exemptions for sin- 
gle persons be dropped from $750 
to $500. and for married persons 
from $1500 to $1000, with the pres- 
ent. $400 dependent exemption re- 
tained. 

Then a normal tax of 6 per cent 
—it is now 4 per cent—would be 
applied. Surtax rates—probably 
slightly higher than the present 
ones—would apply on a base com- 
puted with present individual ex- 
emptions. 

Members said such a plan would 
raise $1,547,000,000 in new individ- 
ual income taxes, compared with 
the Treasury Department’s revised 
program of $4,300,000,000. 

Stam last week brought forward 
a plan of retaining present exemp- 
tions, increasing the normal tax to 
6 per cent and starting surtax rates 
at 11 per cént on the first $2000 of 
net income. 

Chairman Doughton  (Dem.), 
North Carolina of the committee 
told newspaper men that Stam 
probably would complete discussion 
of the individual income tax ques- 
tion during the afternoon and add- 
ed, “we hope to get down to votes 
On rates and exemptions tomor- 
row.” 


U. $. EMPLOYMENT IN APRIL 
60,400,000, SAME AS MARCH 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP).— 
The Work Projects Administration 
reported today that employment in 
April, as in March, stood at 50,- 
400,000, with seasonal gains in ag- 
ricultural employment being can- 
celed by a corresponding decline 
in other. employment. 

However, there was a decrease 
of 600,000 in unemployment, as that 
number of -persous left the labor 
market. A drop from 54,000,000 to 
53,400,000 in the labor force left 
3,000,000 job seekers out of work 
in April compared to 3,600,000 in 
March. 

Closing of many small retail 
establishments, virtual stoppage of 
non-essential construction and the 
increasing difficulty of obtaining 
scarce’ materials in small plants 
manufacturing civilian goods were 
given as developments combining 
to check the rise in non-agricul- 
tural employment.

Sand, an instructor in the training 
school, who is 79 years old and who 
has worked for the company ever 
since its foundation 58 years ago. 

Machine tool making has always 
been a low production job, and the 
managers preferred to say that 
they have “duplicate” rather than 
mass production output. They 
maintain that machine tools are 
individual products, especially 
since many of them are special 
purpose devices. 

Precision tolerances as fine’ as 
two or three one-millionths of an 
inch are required on some polished 
surfaces. At the Cincinnati com- 
pany plant, it was said, as many as 
four million pieces are constantly 
moving through the factory, and 
every one has to be kept track of. 

Officers of both companies ad- 
mitted that they formerly sold ma- 
chine toolg to the Japanese, under 
license from the State Department, 
and that these probably have’ been 
copied in Japan’s war factories. It 
was declared that so far as is 
known, no American was ever ad- 
mitted to a Japanese military 
plant. They could get as far as

Praise for Troops.

Chairman Litchfield of Goodyear Warns 
of the Critical Rubber Situation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AM becoming greatly concerned ‘over 
the failure of a large section of the 
automobile-owning public to take the 
rubber situation to heart, 

These basic facts are inescapable: 

1. This is a war of swift movement. 
The mobility of our mechanized equip- 
ment depends in large measure upon rub- 
ber treads and tires. 

2. Unless our striking force is as swift 
as that of the enemy, we are at a dis- 
tinct and possibly fatal disadvantage in 
actual combat. Rubber, therefore, be- 
comes as indispensable as powder and 
bullets in the winning of the war. 

3. A large percentage of the workers 
engaged in our war industries must de- 
pend upon private transportation to get 
to and from their jobs. 

4. The source of 95 per cent of our 
normal supply of crude rubber is in 
Malaya and the East Indies, now held by 
the Japanese. 5 


Now, keeping those four points in 
mind, let us think for a moment of the 
rubber that is available to us: 

Our national stockpile of crude rub- 
ber, which we accumulated under the 
direction of the Rubber Reserve Corpo- 
ration before our source of supply was 
shut off, consists of some 700,000 tons. 

That amount approximates one year’s 
normal consumption in non-military uses. 
But it is all we have, and we can’t get 
any more from our main source until 
the Japanese are driven out or the war 
is over. Furthermore, we must share it 
fairly with our allied nations. 

While that 700,000 tons holds out, we 
must move with all possible speed toward 
the creation of facilities for the quantity 
production of synthetic rubber. This 
presents problems of great complexity. 
Although our chemists have the know- 
how arfd some of our plants are already 
in operation, there is no likelihood that 
any of this synthetic will be available for 
tires not used in our war economy dur- 
ing the next two or three years. 

Our scrap piles can be made to yield 
something in excess of 350,000 tons of 
reclaimed ruhber annually for the next 
three years, Tires and other products 
made from reclaimed rubber are inferior, 
but even so they will keep wheels roll- 
ing. Control] of this reservoir quite 
properly has been taken over by the Gov- 
ernment, along with the stockpiles of 
natural-crude. 

There are recurrent reports about in- 
¢creasing rubber shipments from Brazil 
and other countries of South and Central 
America. This, of course, should and 
will be done. But the best attainable 
results will be pitifully small and slow in 
developing. 

Our greatest single reserve is the mil- 
lion long tons of rubber now in the tires 
of the 30,000,000 privately owned automo- 
biles. It has a vital function to perform. 
Our war production and most other 
phases of our internal economy depend 
upon the transportation which is made 
possible by these privately owned tires: 

Manifestly, this reserve must be con- 
gerved just as carefully as our crude, 
synthetic or scrap. When the privately 
owned tires begin to wear out, privately 
owned cars go out of commission and 
essential transportation for war workers 
and other civilians will suffer. This in 
turn will directly affect war production 
and other phases of national] life.

The amount of rubber available for 
all purposes is practically a fixed and 
known quantity. It probably is much 
less rather more than the real needs 
of a country at war. And we must share 
it with our allies. 

There is not an ounce of rubber to be 
wasted. Anyone who does waste rubber, 
through fast driving, unnecessary driv- 
ing or in any other ‘manner, is definitely 
weakening the position of America and 
the United Nations. 

I realize that the public wants to be- 
Heve that “some way” will be found to 
cure the situation before the worst hap- 
pens. But wishful thinking can’t alter 
hard facts. There simply can’t be any 
material relaxation of existing restric- 
tions on rubber for civilian use until we 
whip the enemy or have him at the brink 
of defeat. : 

My convictions in this matter are based

It cites as 
examples the cases of a college which operates a 


Tax immunity for these activities deprives the Gov- 

ernment of needed révenue. Therefore, the House ' 
Ways and Means Committee is being urged to impose 

a tax on the income derived from a trade or busi- 

ness not necessarily incident to such institutions’ 

exempt activities. 

The difficulty arises from the fact that frequently. 
such income, while seemingly apart’ from the op- 


eeration of the institution, is needed to sustain it. 


Thus, without its receipts from the hotel, the college 
which operates the hostelry may not have enough to 
keep going. 

At the same time, it io a fact that every immunity 
is subject to serious abuse. No one wants to pay a 
tax that is not required of him. So institutions in-+ 
variably make the most of any educational or char- 
itable aspects they have to bring about tax exemption. 
Perhaps the first steps toward solving this prob- 
lem—and it is not going to be solved overnight— 
should be by way of compromise. All organizations 
may expect to contribute to the nation’s war effort; 
this can no more be escaped by one group than by 
another. But obviously, this would be self-defeating 
if the contribution should be so great that it kills 
off the organization or institution. . . 

What is needed is not heat but light—not a mass 
protest, but information. It seems certain that the 
Treasury and Congress will meet the nation’s coi- 
leges, hospitals and similar institutions more than 
halfway. 

Meantime, this revenue should not be confused 
with the talk inspired by the President’s reference 
to $25,000 as a proper annual top wage in wartime. 
That, too, it is argued, will adversely affect all in- 
stitutions and organizations which. have depended 
on cash gifts for their operation. Undoubtedly, it 
would have a serious effect on many. 

In any case, the Treasury has more pressing reve- 
nue matters to look to. The community property 
racket continues to be worked; husbands and wives 
still file separate returns to obtain lower tax rates, al- 
though they may pool their incomes and conduct 
their fingncial affairs jointly. After it has corrected 
these and other bad situations, there will be time 
enough for the Treasury to decide what, if anything, 
should be done about removing tax immunity for or- 
ganizations and institutions which have come to 
depend upon it.

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SENSELESS WORK STOPPAGE AT THE OMAR PLANT. 

Senator Truman is not alone in his indignation 
over the jurisdictional strike which is holding up 
completion of the Omar Tool & Machine Co.’s new 
plant, and is thus interfering directly with the na- 
tion’s war program. ° 

It is a matter of valid indignation on the part not 
only of the Missouri Senator but also of the Govern- 
ment, the men in the armed services, the general 
public and, yes, members of labor unions as well. 

In expressing his indignation, Senator Truman 
is thinking about the war production program and 
the setback it suffets by the delay in furnishing 
vitally needed gauges, tools and dies which the new 
plant is to manufacture. He is also thinking of how, 
when St. Louis’ labor record was under fire by 
Washington authorities a few weeks ago, he was 
notified by unions here that jurisdictional strikes 
were over for the duration, whereupon he gave the 
War Department assurance that there would be no 
work stoppages if the proposed airplane engine 
plant were built in St. Louis. The senseless Omar 
plant walkout therefore places Mr. Truman in a 
particularly embarrassing position personally. 

And what is this strike about? Is it the last resort 
because of low pay, long hours or bad working con- 
ditions of any sort? Is it a move for union‘ recogni- 
tion or for special union privileges? It is none of 
these things: It concerns nothing more than the 
stubborn, ancient feud between two AFL craft unions, 
the carpenters and the machinists, as to which shall 
perform certain jobs. 

AFL machinists began the brief job of installing 
equipment and machinery at the Omar plant. The 
carpenters had claimed this work for the mil) wrights, 
affiliated with their union, and walked out when the 
job went to the machinists. Only eight carpenters 
are involved, but their strike is enough to tié up 
the whole business of completing the plant.

With trained nurses being 
drawn into war work, Many more student nurses 
are required’in all parts of the country to fill the 
gaps in the ranks. For student nurses can, almost 
as soon as they begin training, handle many of the 
routine duties at hospitals. 

St. Louis has a special interest in the success of 
this enrollment. For it was in this city that the first 
training school for nurses west of the Mississippi was 
organized nearly 60 years ago. Hospital conditions 
here were as bad in their way as those in the Crimea: 
when Chancellor Eliot of Washington University, 
James E. Yeatman, the Pulsifiers, the Drakes, the 
Hitchcocks and a dozen others founded their pioneer 
school. The history of that brave venture and what 
it has accomplished is told by Miss Elizabeth Green 
in a booklet that deserves wide reading.

F ederal Subsidies for Colleges? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Washington correspondent reports protests of university officials 
against’ Treasury moves which would affect financing of higher 
education; says alternatives in many cases would be to take grants 
or to close up; the case of historic Union College is cited as proof.

ORE than a month of study by collegi- 
Mate and charities executives of a Treas- 
ury proposal to the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Representatives 
has convinced them that their first impres- 
sion of it was correct—the first blow the 
Federal Governmént ever ‘has launched at 
such institutions, delivered in a time of their 
greatest trouble, i 
An uprising against the proposal is in 
train, particularly in institutions of higher 
learning, and Congress will be emphatically 
urged to reject the Treasury’s suggestion. 
It was made March 3 by Randolph Paul, 
tax adviser to Secretary Morgenthau, and 
asks that limits be set on those deductions 
against estate taxes now allowed for char- 
itable and educational bequests. Because 
the present. statute has no such limits, the 
Treasury asserted that “weakhy individu- 
als are afforded an opportunity to escape 


Further, it declares, this same class of 
persons is enabled “to perpetuate; through 
charitable trusts and‘ corporations, family 
control over their wealth without paying the 
estate tax.” 

The impact of the proposed limitation 
would fall heavily on churches, hospitals, 
colleges and similar charitable or educa- 
tional institutions. It would demolish’ the 
fiscal foundations on which they have been 
set for more than a hundred years, and in 
the instance of charities would penalize the 
source instead of the use of their revenues. 
Every community would feel the burden. 


The Treasury advanced the idea in a time 
when college and charitable bequests are 
drying up, anyhow, because of heavy taxes 
on individuals and corporations, war bonds/ 
and other subscription campaigns and the 
disappearance of large fortunes, These con- 
ditions have already given to the colleges 


which in many instances are desperate, 
Some which have been built up over. long 
years of public service and devoted labor | 
would be badly crippled, others exterminated. 

Is it the purpose of those behind the move 
to make up to the colleges by Federal sub- 
sidy the subsistence funds they would lose? 
This is a question which is being asked in 
alarm by educators who see no other way 
to keep their institutions going if the Treas- 
ury prevails. If that is the remedy in mind, 
then a growing measure of Federal con- 
trol over higher education would ensue for

The limitation on deductions of — 
could apply only to future deaths, and there 
follows the 18-mionth lag before penalty tax 
provisions are imposed. Therefore, the 
Treasury's suggestion could bring in no 1942 
revenue, and not much next year and the 
year thereafter. 

‘ Then there is the psychological effect 


which such a provision would probably have 


on many.prospective donors, If they are 
obliged to calculate-a large tax in addition 
to a large charitable contribution, they will 
not make the bequest at all, human nature 
being what it is. 

Accordingly, critics and intended victims 
of the new tax see in it social legislation 
and not a revenue measure, since the Treas- 


ury suggesta no distinction between char- 


itable corporation setups designed to “per- 
petuate family control over wealth without 
paying the estate tax” and those which are 
admittedly above criticism in intent. 

~ Charitable and similar organizations have 
ever before been required to make returns, 
and the Treasury lacks full information re- 
garding them. But now it has called for 
returns by May 15, and opponents of Mr. 
Paul's proposal are urging that it be sus- 
pended until the data are complete and a 
fair line of demarcation can be dra (if a 
fair distinction, and not Federal control of 
higher education, is the end really sought).

Many Books on Them— Punc- 
} tured Superstitions. 


NEW YORK, May 12 (AP).— 
Dr. Raymond L. Ditmars, who 
made a life study of snakes and 
ended with a better opinion of 
them, died today. The curator of 
reptiles at the Bronx Zoo had 
been ill -in a hospital for — three 
months. 

The cause of death was not an- 
nounced, but hospital authorities 
said it was not connected with his 
work, 

He spent most of his 65 years 
befriending the snake and chasing 
superstition out of his garden of 
re s. If he wasn’t at the zoo 
ning what was new in the 
animal kingdom he was. probably 
off in South America chasing down 
a bushmaster. 

Dr. Ditmars eschewed showman- 
ship, but the nature of his 
life work resulted in sohhe amaz- 
ing moments. In March, 1931, he 
was confronted with the problem 
of transferring a 14foot king 
Cobra, largest of poisonous snakes, 
to the national zoo in Washington. 
He. finally solved the matter by 
taking a Pullman berth for him- 
self and the cobra—and delivering 
the snake. The cobra occupied 
a suitcase which Dr. Ditmars 
used as a blanket to keep :.warm, 
He obtained great satisfaction 
in brushing off the incredulous 
tales with which an incredulous 
public showered him. Examples: 
He denied as “absolutely impos- 
sible” the alleged existence for 31 
years of a horned toad sealed in 
a courthouse cornerstone once re- 
ported from Texas. 

He labeled the rattlesnake’s pol- 
son as “paralyzing, not necessarily 
killing.” 

He warned people against emu- 
lating a North Carolina preacher 
who said he let a rattler bite him 
so that he could be cured by faith. 
“More likely a good constitu- 
tion,” Dr. Ditmars said, — 

Few men could emulate Dr. Dit- 
mars as a stalker of the bushmas- 
ter, most deadly of the poison-bear- 
ing snakes. Every time he re- 
turned from his strange trips into 
the South, he came back with the 
queer members of the animal king- 
dom: The parasol ants—little fel- 
lows trotting back and forth bear- 
ing delicate rose petals above them 
as parasols; the vampire . bats 
which he proved do not kill or 
even suck blood; the tadpoles that 
grow smaller as they grow older; 
the spear nose bats.

Heroes and Medals

NEW YORK, May 11. 
ILL some older, wiser and probably balder head please 
explain just why medals are given out by a country in 
time of war? For as long as the history books take us 
back into the past, it has been the custom to decorate distin- 
guished warriors with an inch or 
two of ribbon, a chunk of bronze, 
Or an ounce or more of some alloy 
or metal. To question this prac- 
tice is probably about as smart as 
to raise an eyebrow at the con- 
struction of bird baths, or the plac- 
ing of watering troughs along 
paths that tired horses travel. ‘In 
other words, a fellow who frowns 
on the award of stars, crosses, 
palms and other tokens to soldiers 
f is simply sticking his neck out and 
asking for a punch from the cit- 
izenry. 
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NEVERTHELESS, THIS writer thinks they should be done 
away with. He believes that they have no part in the War of 
Survival. They may have served a useful purpose in the old 
days, but they don’t belong in this war any more than do the 
battering ram, the pouring of hot lead from parapets, and the 
crossbow. Not that the men who have been decorated by this 
country since Dec. 7 didn’t deserve it. As a matter of fact, 
Cellini himself couldn't have struck a bit of silver or gold good 
enough for the likes of the MacArthurs, the Kelleys and the 
O’Hares. There is no ample reward for men like that. 
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THE ARGUMENT AGAINST medals in a war like this is 
based on the fact that when Americans go into action no such 
thing as picking and choosing a hero for commendation is pos- 
sible. There are too many heroes. This is written from a point 
that commands a view of the Atlantic Ocean. All day, all night, 
merchant ships and tankers move north and south. The men 
who man them have the meanest of all war jobs. They don’t 
even have a snappy uniform. They work in dungarees and 
overalls, and are completely forgotten by the majority of Ameri- 
cans. But, who is a hero if a member of a tanker crew isn’t? 

Try to name any war worker who lives closer to death than 
@ man who ships on a boat loaded with high-test gasoline. But 
who ever heard of a member of a tank crew getting a medal? 
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IF THIS COUNTRY is going to continue to give medals, 
it had better knock off two or three million of them and start 
passing them around. Why not a medal for every man who 
stayed to the last at Bataan? When a man gives his life for 
yhis country, surely his name deserves a reading when the 
medals are being passed. What about the men on Corregidor? 
‘Don’t they all rate medals? What about the men who have 
lost their lives training youngsters to fly? What about the men. 
who were killed in peacetime maneuvers? To. paraphrase 
Churchill’s words: This country owes too much to too -many

ISN'T it bad for a child to be 
allowed to start a job and leave 
it unfinished?” 

Sometimes. Not always. It de- 
pends on the child’s 


stage of 
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growth, his development, and the . 


job he undertopk, When a,3-year- 


old child takes his spade and be- 
gins to dig down to China to see 
the little Chinese children, it is 
well to let him dig. His imagina- 
tion shoves the shovel and when he 
has shoveled sufficiently, he will 
stop and turn to some other form 
of occupation without hurt to his 
mental or spiritua] development. 

When a boy of 14 starts to build 
a “real airplane, with real engines, 
real everything,” in the cellar, you 
call him up and ask—how come? 
You know, and he ought to know, 
that such a project is impossible. 
You do not allow him to waste 
time or money or cellar space on 
the idea. You suggest that it 
might be well to make a model of 
his plane before heading out to the 
real ones. 


But suppose this 14-year-old boy 
starts to wipe the dishes for his 
mother, sees a friend, drops the 
towel and runs out to “tell him 
something,” and makes no move- 
ment to return and finish the job? 
Let things stand until he returns 
and finishes. ‘ 
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WHAT IF HE ASKS for a term 
of lessons, promises to practice 
faithfully and study and get his 
money's worth out of them, tires 
of it in a month, ismt interested 
about the money involved? Make 
him finish that term of lessons 
though it takes your time and 
strength to hold him to the task. 


When the unfinished job is with- 
in the child’s ability, within his 
line of duty, he is to finish it, for 
his.soul’s sake, and for the sake of 
other people. 

When the task is outside of his 
ability, like making a real airplane 
head it off, or allow. him to drop 
the thing because it is but a vague 
dream of childhood. When it is 
experimental, like trying to make 
an old car go, patching up a wheel 
that is beyond repair, ignore the 
thing. These experiments add in- 
formation, build intelligence, enrich 
experience upon which — 
is founded. 


Children vary in ability. Par- 
ents and teachers study them and 
soon know what their limitations 
are, and if they are wise, keep the 
children fairly within their limita- 
tions when requiring finished jobs. 
Some leeway must always be al- 
lowed for experiment which means 
growth, but always there must be 
a task begun and completed with- 
in reasonable time so that the child 
learns to carry his ideas to their 
satisfying conclusion.

OW’S about a thigh slimming 

schedule for you girls who ex- 

pect to wear shorts this sum- 
mer? 

First, don’t try to slim away the 
normal feminine curves. A natural 
characteristic of the typical female 
figure is a more rounded thigh 


line than that of the average male. 


figure. The female hips are round- 
ed and full, while male hips tend 
toward leanness, 

Sometimes the feminine contours 
are exaggerated, so that the hips 
and thighs are broader and fuller, 
in proportion to the chest and 
shoulder measurements. Just the 
opposite may be true, with large 
shoulders and bust with hips and 
thighs that are proportionately 
very slim. We don’t know just 
what causes variations in “body 
build”; some are inherited types, 
others may be due to glandular 
differences. 

Gaining too much weight makes 
thighs heavy, too, so weight check- 
up is important. Superfluous 
pounds should first be lost in any 
attempt at reducing the limbs. 
Thighs that are soft and flabby 


may then be made trimmer and 
slimmer by exercise such as pedal- 
ing a bike. 

If there is no excess fat and if 
the muscles are already firm and 
solid, then exercise will not slim 
the limbs. If the leg muscles are 
actually over-developed from exer- 
cise, it may even be’ advisable to 
cut down on the amount of bike- 
pedaling and similar leg exercises 
and go in for sports that bring 
other muscles of the body into ac- 
tion—such ag golf, tennis and 
swimming. 

Some thighs are ungraceful be- 
cause of fat pads and muscle flab- 
biness; they may be benefited by 
weight reduction plus exercises 
such as these: 

1. Stomping: Stand erect, with 
hands on hips. Point the right 
foot outward and lift the right 
foot as high off the floor as you 
can—and stamp the floor. Do this 
10 times. Repeat with the other 
leg. 

2. Drum Major: Bend first one 
thigh and then the other quickly 
up toward the abdomen, so that 
you're doing a high “parade” step.

N the 20 years between World

unit of food requirement. In 1911 
the word “vitamin” was born, but 
no real application of the scientific 
knowledge of vitamins was made 
until about 1920. Since then we 
have, of course, become very vita- 
min conscious. 

‘With wartime conditions we are 
forced by necessity to make ad- 
justments in our food habits. Only 
one feature of this has really hit 
us yet, which is sugar rationing. 
It has often been suggested by of- 
ficial sources within the past few 
weeks that substitutes for sugar 
Gan be used, such as corn syrup, 
molasses, honey, etc. This is a 
perfectly sensible suggestion so far 
as science is concerned. 

Corn syrup has for many years 
been advocated by children’s spe- 
cialists to be added to formulae 
for bottle feeding because infants 
can digest it better than table 
sugar and it fits all nutritional 
requirements. 


RHR 
THE PRACTICAL objection to 


these substitutes is that the sup-. 


ply is even more limited than that 
of ordinary table sugar. I am told 
by wholesale grocers that the eco- 
nomic structure of the country has 
not been geared to the manufac- 
ture of molasses, corn syrup or 
honey in any quantity. 
Incidentally, our ancestors nev- 
er knew. what our table sugar 
tasted like. Their sweetening was 
in the form of honey. To show this, 
the words “diabetes mellitus” were 
attached to the disease in the day 
when there was no such thing as 
sugar. “Mellitus” means, literally, 


honey. 


We are also being advised that 
we eat too much sugar, that we 
have been eating too much sugar 
and that the rationing will have a 
healthy effect. We are told this by 
the same people who told us a few 
months ago that 95 million Ameri- 
cans were in a state of semi-star- 
vation, 
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NEVERTHELESS, WE are in 
for a number of changes in our 
eating habits. In an interview with 
one of the recognized authorities 
on nutrition in the United States, 
he told me that undoubtedly the 
American people are going to have 
to get used to processed foods, and 
when the word processed is used it 
really means that. We can not af- 
ford, with our limited rofling stock 
and shipping, to transport water 
around the world, so we will have 
to use dried foods to which water 
will be added before they are put 
on the table. 

The average person, left to his 
instincts, selects a diet with con- 
siderable scientific accufacy. As a 
matter of fact,’ science learned 
what the dietary requirements of 
the average man were by watch- 
ing the average man eat. You were 
not told by science what you should 
eat, but on the contrary, you told 
science. You probably eat about 
3000 calories a day. The foods 
you eat are two-thirds carbo- 
hydrates, one-sixth proteins and 
one-sixth fat by weight. You se- 
lect instinctively foods which con- 


tain the requisite mineral salts and ° 


vitamins as well as the requisite 
caloric content.

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Jane Froman Retired After 12 Years 
in Radio, but When — Ens 
‘tered the War, She Gave Up Farm ik -

AST October, radio singer Jane 
Froman made.the last pay- 
ment on a nice batch of annul- 
ties, said a wery definite goodby 
to a i2-year career of warbling 
into a microphone, and moved onto

Nothing, she insisted, would ever 
lure her back to work. She was 
finished with public life, wanted 
only to grow dull and fat in retire- 
ment, 

“And the plan was working 
swell,” Jane said the other day 
on her way through St, Louis from 
a visit to her home town of Colum- 
bia, Mo, “I was getting fatter 
and duller by the moment.
